Celery CroTvSiiK. 


In the culture of celery a rich, 


deep, loose soli, generally bottom lands 
or thoroughly drained raid reclaimed 
swamp or mriich land, is recommend- 
ed. Celery grown on upland Is gone-al- 
ly considered to be of better quality. 
rrlille o« moist lowlands It makes Mis 
better growth. Celery seed germinates 
slowly, requiring twelve to fourteen 
days. For tho euriy crop it is usual ti> 
plant tne semis in February or Marcb 
in shallow flats filled with toain. The 
seeds are so-nrn on tho surface aud a 
little dirt sifted over them. The soil 
should be kept moderately izsoist. The 
flats may be studied one upon tlie oth- 
er until geruimatk.u begins, or they 
may be covered with paper or like ma- 
terial and placed under the greenhouse 
bench or in the klicnen window. WSiwn 
the plants bep;in to Kerminate, they 
should be gradually accustomed to the 
light. Tbe plants are usually trans- 
planted once or twice in boxes, the 
hotbed or cold frame before being set 
in the field. According to Professor 
Taft of tbe Michigan station, seed for | 
garden celery in the north should bo 
sown early In the spring. A level spot' 
should be selected ov made rich with.: 
rotted manure.
